This “ Ism” —Or Else!

It is sometimes said that we mu st 
accept fascism in order to av oid drift­ 
ing, or being forced, into commu nism. 
Others believ e that it wou ld be pref­ 
e r a ble to em ­ 
brace c om m u ­ 
nism in order 
to escape fas­ 
cism. Spain has 
p r ov id e d the 
tragic s p e c ta ­ 
cle of a bloody 
and d e v a s ta t­ 
ing civ il war, 
waged to test 
the su premacy 
of one or the 
other of these 
s u bv e r s i v e 
philosophies. 
T h e t h i n g 
t ha t is ov e r ­ 
looked by those 
who insist that it is a q u estion of 
"either—or" is that so far as av ail­ 
able ev idence ar» d ex perience can 
shed light, there is no choice between 
fascism and commu nism. Su ch differ­ 
ences of ideology and organization 
as may be fou nd in the fascist and the 
commu nist states are pu rely su per­ 
ficial Both of these sy stems enslav e 
and degrade the indiv idu al. There­ 
fore, each is, eq u ally with the other, 
the antithesis of democracy . In the 
end, it wou ld make v ery little differ­ 
ence to any of u s, if we shou ld be so 
misgu ided as to accept either as the 
only apparent means of escaping the 
other. When one is in thr fry ing pan, 
he does not cool off perceptibly by 
ju m ping into the fire. 
Commu nism and fascism are eq u al­ 
ly bad and eq u ally u ndesirable, be­ 
cau se they are alike in their attitu de 
tow ard the indiv idu al. They aim at 
complete repression, regimentation, 
and control. Both prov ide a com­ 
pletely centralized state, operated and 
controlled by an indiv idu al or by a 
small grou p. Both of them cancel 
and nu llify all rights of the indiv id­ 
u al, ev en his right to liv e, for in the 
cu rrent ex amples of these forms of 
gov ernment that we may now ob­ 
serv e, there is no hesitation to ex tin­ 
gu ish those who dare ex press v igor­ 
ou s criticisms or opposition to the 
program. 
It is su ggested that in so far as there 


may be a definite leaning, in the 
United States, toward one or the 
other of these sy stems, those who own 
property wou ld fav or fascism, be­ 
cau se in theory priv ate property 
rights wou ld not be wiped ou t; while 
those who work for wages wou ld 
fa­ 
v or commu nism becau se, in theory , 
they wou ld get a better share of the 
social produ ct. 
Su ch leanings are only wishful 
thinking. It is only in theory , or on 
paper, that any difference can be dis­ 
cov ered between the status of either 
the property owner 
or the wage 
earner u nder fascism as contrasted 
with commu nism. In actuality , there 
is no practical difference. 
Fascism 
sweeps away all attributes of prop­ 
erty ownership which make this sy s­ 
tem attractiv e u nder a democracy 
q u ite as thorou ghly as does commu­ 
nism. The worker is as completely 
su bju gated u nder one sy stem as un­ 
der the other. 
The socialist writers of the last cen­ 
tu ry had mu ch to say abou t the wage 
slav ery of priv ate capitalism, and 
they held that the freedom of the 
workers cou ld come only by abolish­ 
ing that sy stem. We now see that the 
workers are mu ch less free when de­ 
mocracy and priv ate capitalism are 
gone than they were before. The rule 
of, by , and for the proletariat is only 
a dream. The cold fact is that in the 
fascist and commu nist states, the 
workers do what 
they are told, go 
where they are sent, take what is 
giv en them, and if they are wise, they 
will like it, or make a brav e pretense 
of liking it. Strikes are treason, and 
no more time is wasted on traitors 
than it takes to line up a firing squad. 
Collectiv e bargaining is unknown, 
the motiv e for welfare activ ities is to 
keep the people fit for the army and 
the priv ations of war, and they read, 
hear, see and believ e only what the 
m inistry of propaganda deems good 
for them. 
We need to realize that our fight 
must be to preserv e d em o cra c y 
against all of the "isms.” This would 
be a mu ch easier battle to win if we 
dealt with the opponents of democ­ 
racy after the manner of the commu­ 
nists and fascists in handling their 
critics. Bu t if we stooped to that lev el, 
it would no longer be democracy .

Secu rity Inform ation Serv ice, cir­ 
cu lar No. 2, with which I fully 
agree.

T he United Sta tes 
w ithou t any su ch sy stem has had 
a larger percentage of its popula-

G erm any where su ch sy stem s hav e 
been in ex istence for 26 y ears and 
10 y ea rs respectiv ely , there is no 
ev idence tha t, unemploy ment there 
has been increased.

atm osphere of

be the case w ith a little coopera­ 
tion. 
T here nev er w as a tim e w hen it 
w as more im portant for 
bu siness 
to present its 
own case to the 
pu blic—to "sell” itself, since tha t 
hackney ed word seem s 
u nav oid­ 
able. 
I don’t m ean "selling” itself by 
w ords 
and 
propaganda. 
T hat 
w on’t do any good. 
I m ean sell­ 
ing itself by genu ine prom pt a c ­ 
tion — to obey in letter and spirit 
and not obstru ct these new bu si­ 
ness law s and policies, hatefu l as 
som e of them m ay be—to take on 
its own motion, and before being 
driv en, ev ery 
liberal action tha t 
its situ ation perm its. 
I feel su re from my recent in­ 
q u iries tha t there is appearing a. 
real disposition to do this. 
It may 
not be a pleasing way bu t it is the 
only sensible one.

A s one thinks of the ca uses of human progress in 
the nation and a ttem pts to analy ze a univ ersal rule, 
which a lw a y s accompanies progress, in order to de» 
termine whether It is a rational cause of progress; 
one com es to a principle tha t seem* to fit this con­ 
dition. 


It is to the degree tha t the people, through their 
gov ernment and their customs, attem pt to bring 
about conditions tha t result in, to ev ery man, the 
product of his toil. And it would seem tha t just to the 
degree tha t public opinion and the gov ernment in­ 
sist tha t we giv e to ev ery man the product of his 
toil, do the people prosper. 
There seem s to be a v ery logica l reason for this 
and the reason is tha t it stim ula tes each indiv idual 
in the group to accomplish something. The higher 
the sta te of civ ilization, the more different people 
are and a s a result, the mope different kinds of stim ­ 
ula nts are necessa ry to cause different indiv iduals 
to make an effort. 


Then if this be the case, which history undoubted­ 
ly prov es it is, wha t hav e we done in this country 
tha t tended to prev ent ev ery man from reaping the 
fruit« of his toil? 


From 18 68 , for a period of 45 y ears, the United 
Sta tes more nearly approached this ideal condition 
than any other nation in all the world and we made 
great progress. Then we changed this policy by three 
laws. 


The Clay ton Amendment to the Sherman Anti- 
Trust law wa s passed. It allowed certain groups to 
combine for restra int of trade without v iola ting the 
trust law. This permitted certain groups to get prod­ 
ucts of the toil of others. 


We paseed the Federal Reserv e Act and, by the 
nonfeasance of those in control, permitted bankers 
to py ramid credit and div ert the production of the 
toil of pa st workers to people who had not produced 
the wealth. 
•4 
And a third most important act, w a s a graduated 
tax on incom e resulting from production. While this 
started In a v ery mild degree, it fina lly culminated, 
after 18 different laws, in the Undistributed Profits 
T a i, which made it possible for the people a s a 
whole to confisca te the labor of others and giv e 
nothing In return. • 


And to the degree tha t theee different laws were 
enacted, did we v iola te the principle of to ev ery 
man the products of his toil; and to the degree tha t 
we put these principles Into operation, did our pros­ 
perity and progress dry up and did people become 
idle and discouraged and compelled to accept a much 
lower standard of liv ing than they should hav e been 
able to secure with the accumulation of knowledge 
and capital of the past ages. 


Now we hav e enacted into la w s the Wagner Act, 
which ta kes a wa y the m anagement of the fruits of 
the toil of former y ears; and to take a wa y the cre­ 
a tiv e management and leav e only the right to man­ 
age to consume, is largely to take a way from a 
man the product of his toil. It stops progress. It 
m eans tha t each succeeding y ear, people will be 
obliged to receiv e much less for a giv en unit of work 
than they would hav e been obliged to, had not the 
gov ernment, through the W agner Law, Interfered 
with the stewardship of the production of wealth. 
And, of course, toil and labor include mental de­ 
cisions, mental judgment, a s well as phy sical, be­ 
cause, without the mental foresight and judgment 
and guidance, phy sical a ction is of little v alue. 
Another law tha t we are ena cting is the minimum 
wage and max imum hour law. This prev ents the clow 
worker from receiv ing the product of what he could 
produce because no one can pay him more than he 
„ 
produces and if he ca nnot produce the amount of 
minimum wage, he is obliged to work for himself or 
work for some business tha t is not controlled by this 
law, ev en if he could produce more by working for 
a concern which the law gov erns and controls. 
And we continue to make laws in face of all his­ 
tory tha t allow the politicia ns and the demagogues 
and the shirkers to liv e on the product of the toil of 
others. 


W hen we decide to go back to laws and public 
opinion tha t more nearly approach giv ing to each 
man the produce of his toil, will we hav e the grea t­ 
est prosperity tha t any people in all history ev er 
had. 


tha t any employ er may receiv e is 
9 0 per cent of the Federal tax which 
would otherwise be pay able by him. 
Question: If an employ er’s total 
pay roll subject to the Federal tax 
for the y ea r of 19 37 is assumed to 
be $100,000 and his contribution to 
the Sta te employ ment fund is 1.8 
per cent of that pay roll, that rate 
being the normal rate under the 
Sta te law, how much* will he pay 
to 
the Federal Gov ernment, and 
how much to the State? 
Answer: $1,8 00 to the State un­ 
employ ment fund, $200 to the Fed­ 
eral Gov ernment. 
If an employ er’s 
pay roll in 19 37 is $100,000 and he 
liv es in a Sta te which has no un­ 
employ ment compensation law, how 
much will he pay ? 
Answer: $2,000 
to the Federal Gov ernment. 
As for the income tax , that law 
ha s been in effect for a number 
of y ears and is not one enacted by 
the present administration. 
My opinion is that if there was 
more pulling WITH and less pull­ 
ing AGAINST the President, con­ 
ditions would be improv ed.
